No teal progress has yct been 
made in regard to the granting or refusing 
of these demands, Old Prince Ching seems 
to have put his foot: in it rather deeply by 
confidentially informing the Russian chargé 
ina letter that he believed Manchuria would 
not be opened to the trade of all nations, at 
least not-for some time. Round comes the 
chargé full of thanks pretending that this 
admission is tantamount to a wholesale 
acceptance of Russia's terms, . Poor old 
Ching protested, but in vain. ‘The chargé 
persisted in smiles and thanks till Ching grew 
dazed with terror. ‘The next day he plucked 
up courage to, beard the lion in his den 
and telf him the Chinese Government would 
not, now or ever, grant Russia’s demands.
